Pope Francis 

Last week America magazine published an extensive interview with Pope 
Francis. The secular media has been quoting from the interview, but their 'sound 
bites' often fail to communicate the message in the proper light. The interview is 
well worth reading in its entirety. It can be found at 

http://www.americamagazine.org/pope-interview . The pope is so open and 
honest about his own life. Below is a snippet from the interview by Fr. Antonio 
Spadaro, S.J. which might perk your interest in reading the full text. 

Fr. Spadaro had asked the pope: "Who is Jorge Mario Bergoglio?" He 
replied: "I do not know what might be the most fitting description.... I am a 
sinner. This is the most accurate definition." After more thought, the pope 
continued: "The best summary, the one that comes more from the inside and I 
feel most true is this: I am a sinner whom the Lord has looked upon." And he 
repeats: "I am one who is looked upon by the Lord. I always felt my motto, 
Miserando atque Eligendo [By Having Mercy and by Choosing Him], was very true 
for me." As a final answer to the question, the pope said: "I am a sinner, but I 
trust in the infinite mercy and patience of our Lord Jesus Christ, and I accept in a 
spirit of penance." 

The article reveals a personal look at Pope Francis, as well as his comments on 
Church matters. It is important that we do not allow ourselves to be spoon fed 
the slant that the media would like to convey, but to be fully informed about the 
issues of the day. Again I encourage you to read the article in its entirety. Then if 
you have questions, feel free to ask me.
